All the Injurcd Persons Hecovering.
The stabbing afray on Seventy-fourth street, the
particulars of which have already been given in
the Hewaln, hos exerited considerable attention jn
the locality in which it ecourred, although none
of the persons injured are so serously hart as at
firgt supposed. The one who sufdered most |8
Jacob Young, who received o stab in the left slde.
His wound was at first supposed to be very seri
ons—so eerions that Coroner Herrman was called
from his residence at & late hour on Monaay night

1o tuke the ante-mortem statement of the injured
man.

Young, whe 18 a vie baker, says that he was
going his rounds serving his customers on Mon-
day evening, When he got te Seventy-fourth
street, between First avenue and avenue A, he
stopped to supply o customer,  lmmediately after
he  entered  the lager beer  saloon of  Mr
Sclmnde, on Seventy-fourth streets  There were at
the time seven or elght persens in the saloon, four
of whom were drinking at the bar. The Iatter
tried to leave the saloon without paying for their
drinks, when Schmidt setzed hoid ot one of them
and ordered him to pay the bill, The three others
then rushed back, and one of them dashed at
Young and stabbed nhn o the leit side, Youn
gayE he had no words with the men. He bad no
been drinking, but had ordered some when he re-
cetved the #tak,  He did not kpow any of the men
but wonld know the man whe inflieted the woun
If hie ghould see him again, The four men seemed
to be wil young, between the ages of eyzhicen amd
twenty-two years, Tne jury found that Jacob
Young came to hs injuries by being stabbed in the
side with o knife or dagger in the hands of seme
person unknown.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE.

The Restricting of Sound and East River
Steamers to Piers Above Corlear’s Hook
Rescinded.

In cempliance with the requigsition of fiiteen
members President Dadge called a special meeting
of the Chamber yesterday, wo conslder the subject
of allowing the Sonnd and East River steamera to
pass below Corlear’s Hook, foot of Jackson street.

Some time ago Geerge W. Blunt succecded in get-
ting the Chamber (o restrict these steamers to the
piers above that point on the East River, with a
view of giving the downtewn piers to the ocean
steamers; but dissatisfuction has resnlted, and
bence the call for & reconsideration,

GeorGgeE W. Dow woved a recensideration for the
purpese of permitting discussion. He stated that
the vole he gave In favor of the preposition was
net te pdvance real estate, a8 somie papers had
charged. The motlon to recomsider having been
passed by o declded mgderity, Mr, Dow sald that e
advocated the restriction of the steamers te the
locality named on the ground of hamanity, 48 these
stonmers erossed the line of twenty-one ferries,
He argued that merchants would recelve their
goods just as quickly if landed on the Eust River
and carted peross,

S, B, CHITTENDEN stated that there is not a case
en record where Lfe had been lost by collision be-
tween the steamers amd the ferryooats, The ferry-
bouts all know the exact time when they pass, and
can easily aveld a collision. It would be just as
proper for the Cnamber to request the Legislature
to preveut the stuges coming below Warren street
48 Lo restriet the steamers to the Enst River abeve
Corlear’s, The objections were numerous, hut he
partlculnrtr urged the cost of cartage, which wonld
e immense.
